City of Guanajuato Flooded and Rail-

City of Mexico, July 2—One thousand 
lives are reported lost and an enormous dam- 
age to property as a result of a cloudburst 


in Guanajuato, a mining city in the state of |

The city is built in a great gorge.in the

The storm began om the night of June 30 
and after midnight no one of the inhabitants 
dared go to bed, so tremendous was the fury 
of the elements: The water rose in the lower 
or business streets, flooding shops and dam- 
aging thousands of dollars’ worth of mer 
chandise. 

The lower streets became 1 torrents 
as the water poured in rivers down the upper 
streets, Doors were smashed in by the force 
of the water and windows were no protection 
against the furious flood. 

The town of Marafilo, just below: Guana- 
juato, Was completely wiped out. i 

The water is. carrying the dead through 
every street of Guanajuato... 

In Guanajuato the water is up to the second 
story of the Hotel Union. Great damage has 
been done to the street car line, and service

graphic communication with Guanajuato is 
cut off. It is reported that the Laolla 
dam was completely destroyed, but this can- 
not be confirmed. The storm began to abate 
about 3 o'clock in the afternoon.

Baron Komura will sail at once from Japan 
and will arrive in Washington. in time to 
open negotiations by Aug. 1, the date sug- 
gested by the president. President Rooseveit 
today announced the names of the 5 

lan- Ambassador Moura vieff, former- 
of justice and now ambassador 
to Italy, and Baron Rosen, recently appoint- 
ed as ambassador to the United States to 
succeed Count Cassini. 

Japanese*-Baron Komura, minister of for- 
eign affairs, and Kogoro Takahira, minister 
to the United States. 

By direction of the president Secretary 
Loeb made the formal announcement in the 
following additional ent: 

“It is possible that each side may send 
one or more additional representatives. The 
plenipotentiaries of both Russia and Japan 
will be intrusted with full power to negoti- 
ate and conclude a treaty of peace, subject, 
of course, to ratification by thelr respective 
home governments 

Czar’s Selection Popular, 

Count Cassini said today that the selection 
of M. Mouravieff was due to the disinclination 
of M. Nelidof, on account of his health and 
his great age, to make the journey from 
Paris to the United States. A better choice 
than M. Mouravieff could not have been made 
in the opinion of the ambassador. He has an 
excellent and influential position at St. Pe- 
tersburg. 

Before he was appointed ambassador to 
Italy he held the office of minister of justice, 
and instituted reforms in Russia's judicial 
procedure which gained him considerable 
popularity with the people. He is an able 
lawyer and by his treatment of questions 
pending between Russia and Italy has 
showed tact and diplomatic skill. a 

While Count Cassini did not say so; it is 
evident’ that the Russian plenipotentiaries 
will seek to do a great deal of fencing in order 
to force admissions from the Japanese repre- 
sentatives which will exercise a certain in- 
fluence in reducing the terms the Japanese 
government will offer. On the part of the 
Japanese, however, it is stated there will be 
no fencing. They will present their proposals 
and Russia will have to accept or reject them; 
that will be all. 

So far as the public opinion of Russia can 
be gauged the payment of Indemnity will be 
less repugnant now than it was when first 
proposed. It is recognised that Russia is 
“beaten: upon the sea defeat is complete, and 
upon land not the least success compensates 
tor the bloody disasters which have been 
suffered. At first blush it is said it would 
seem that the role of the czar is simple—bow 
the head and accept the conditions of the 


conqueror. 


. Russia Beaten, Not. Crushed. 

But is will not be done for two rea- 
a Russian authority. The 
first is that while Russia has been beaten 
she is not destroyed—far from that. The 
military forces of Russia are still a power, 
and its financial resources are above sus- 
picion.

It wijl 
recognize the preponderance of Japan in 
Corea, not the annexation of that country. 
It will agree to the evacuation of Manchuria 
and the occupation of the Liaotung peninsula, 
with Port Arthur and Dalny, by Japan; the. 
opening of the Liaotung peninsula to interna- 
tional commerce; the transfer of the trans- 
manchurian railroad to China, and its opera- 
tion by an international syndicate; finally, 
in place of an indemnity, it will consent to 
cede the island of Sakhalin to Japan.“
